‘‘We have people who are prepared to bless bats, 
gloves, pitching arms — whatever it takes,’’ editor Bill 
Finley of the Southern Cross said this week. ‘“This could 
be the ultimate challenge to the power of prayer, but 
it’s certainly worth a try.” 

The Southern Cross has distributed 10,000 general

We believe the 
Southern Cross should reflect the energy of the 
community it serves. It should be lively, innovative, 
unpredictable. As a result, we will spend much of 
the coming summer exploring new ideas.

and sociological development of individual parishes. 


¢ Standings, scores and schedules for grade 
school sports programs. 


In addition to the planning needed to establish 
new formats, the Southern Cross this summer will be 
planning its coverage of specific stories. Foremost 
among them will be Pope John Paul II’s visit to the 
United States Sept. 10-18. A special series of stories 
will appear in the Southern Cross this summer, and 
the newspaper will provide coverage of the pope’s 
visit to Los Angeles Sept. 15-16 and San Francisco 
Sept. 17. 

Then, too, there is the 75th birthday party the 
newspaper will throw for itself this fall.

We will not be 


When our Lord was ready to remove his physical 
presence from the world, he promised his disciples that he 
would send them ‘‘another advocate’? who would 
continue his work in the world. 

He told them he would not leave them orphans. 

Those two words, ‘‘advocate’’ and ‘‘orphans,”’’ tell us a 
great deal about the feast of Pentecost. As Christ was our 
advocate before the Father, so the Holy Spirit — given in 
all his fullness on Pentecost — was to remain our advocate 
throughout the rest of history. 

An advocate is someone who pleads for us. Perhaps a 
more familiar term in our times would be ‘‘lawyer,’’ one 
who pleads our case in court or in other negotiations. The 
Holy Spirit gives life to our prayers. Indeed, it prays 
within us at all times. 

Through baptism we became sons and daughters of 
God by the grace of adoption, a grace won for us by the 
merits of Christ and brought to life in our souls by the 
working of the Holy Spirit. In the sacrament of 
Confirmation we are specially sealed in the Holy Spirit so 
that the Christ-life may become mature in us: 

In each of the sacraments, the Holy Spirit is at work, 
forming Christ in us more perfectly and helping us to take 
our rightful place in the Church, the mystical Body of 
Christ. 

The theology of this is a stunning revelation of the 
triumph of God’s grace, another proof of the extent of his 
love. ‘ 

' The word ‘‘orphan’’ tugs at the strings of our hearts as 
few words do. From earliest times, the church has felt a 
special need to care for the wants of widows and orphans, 
the people most neglected in a patriarchal world. 

The orphan had no one to care for him, no one to turn 
to, no one to provide the love that a child needs to grow. 
The orphan was the most helpless and abandoned person 
possible in the ancient world. He was a true object of 
Christian charity. 

And at the Ascension, our Lord looked on the disciples 
who would be as orphans without his physical presence. It 
was too much, and he promised them the paraclete, the 
advocate, the Holy Spirit that would form them in the 
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love they needed. 

When the Holy Spirit descended on that first Pentecost 
Sunday, it was accompanied by the signs and wonders 
that were needed, first by the disciples, then by the first 
generation of converts. 

Some people see Pentecost in just that way: signs and 
wonders. St. Paul recognizes the danger inherent in that 
viewpoint when he details some of these great deeds in the 
12th chapter of First Corinthians. 

Then he goes on into the next chapter to point out the 
more noble and excellent way: ‘“‘If I speak with the 
tongues of men and angels, and have not charity, I am 
nothing. . . If I have faith so that I can move mountains, 
and have not charity, 1am nothing. . .”’ He tells us that 
it is all right to want the spiritual gifts, but love is the 
fulfillment of the law, the nobility of the Christian ideal, 
the proof of the Christ-life alive in us. 

It is not by chance that Pope John Paul II has started 
Marian Year II on the feast of Pentecost, 1987. No mere 
human person, ever created, has been so thoroughly in 
tune with the Holy Spirit. 

At the Annunciation, when St. Gabriel brought the 
Good News to Mary, at her Fiat, Christ was conceived in 
her by the Holy Spirit. In the Visitation, Mary cries out 
in prophesy, under the influence of the Holy Spirit, 
“‘Behold, all generations shall call me blessed!’ 

The work of the Holy Spirit is a continuing Pentecost 
throughout human history, to form Christ in us. The 
message of Mary’s is the same as that she gave at Cana of 
Galilee, her last recorded words, ‘‘What ever my son tells 
you to do, do.”’ 

Both works complement each other in a Marian Year 
that begins this Pentecost Sunday.

Netting the record straight 


One is always pleased to find that people actually read 
what one writes. On the other hand, I have often been 
nonplussed when people say, ‘‘Oh, I didn’t agree with 
everything you said or wrote.’’ I really don’t expect that. 
After all, who could? Anyway, I’d like to comment on 
some disagreements registered over recent columns in the 
Southern Cross. 

First, those of a reader who is somewhat less enthused 
about Karl Rahner’s theology than I am. Unfortunately 
his lack of knowledge about Rahner is in direct proportion 
to his lack of enthusiasm. 

It was hardly Karl Rahner who caused a ‘‘tremendous 
tumult’’ in Austria in 1939 and in Germany in 1939-42. 
At that time Rahner had just begun his teaching career 
and had published almost nothing. In fact, in 1939 the 
Nazis banned him from Innsbruck. Cardinal Innitzer of 
Vienna took Rahner into his protection, and Rahner 
spent the rest of the war teaching in pastoral programs 
there and lecturing, insofar as that was possible, in 
Austria and Germany. 


The encyclical of Pope Pius XII on the Mystical Body 
could hardly have been directed against Rahner. By 1946 
Rahner had published only a few articles, none on the 
church. After the encyclical, Rahner tried to find ways of 
interpreting the encyclical, so that it would not be in such 
sharp contrast with traditional understandings about the 
necessity of holiness for membership in the church. 

Continuing, Rahner did not deny the existence of 
Adam. Indeed, after the encyclical Humani Generts, 
Rahner undertook the last great theological defense of a 
theological theory known 4s ‘“‘monogenism.,’ 

This theory holds that «all subsequent human beings 
descended from a single ancestor. 


Eventually, he gave up this effort. As Bishop Karl 
Lehmann has noted, this may be the only sharp break or 
reversal in all of Rahner’s theology. 


Nowadays, even the most cautious of theological 
textbooks concede that one need not espouse monogenism 
in order to be true to the biblical doctrine of creation, 
original sin, and the need for salvation. 

In any case, sin is not the primary reason we need to be 
saved. We are not God. That is the reason we need to be 
saved. 

It is nonsense to say that Rahner claimed God and man 
are one and the same. Rahner did not even say that love 
of God and love of man are the same. He did emphasize 
the intimate unity of the two loves, and was in fairly good 
company here, I think. Namely, with Jesus (Matthew 
22:39-40; 25:34-46; Mark 12:31; Luke 10:28), Paul 
(Romans 13:8; Galations 4:14), John (2:8; 13:34; 15:12; 
1 John 1-4). 

Finally, Rahner’s writings are replete with articles 
about devotion to and adoration of the Eucharist in which 
Christ is really and truly present. I have no idea where 
our reader may have-picked up some of these ideas. They 
certainly are not Rahner’s. The ‘‘sloth and weakness’’ he 
deplores in the so-called new theology applies most aptly 
not to Rahner’s theology but to our reader’s own 
theological research.

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Non-qualifying aliens need church’s voice

SOLANA BEACH — While the new immigration law 
will benefit many undocumented persons, Father Richard 
Howard, SJ, is concerned with the many Central 
~ American refugees who do not qualify for amnesty under 
this law because they came to the United States after 
1982. 

Father Howard is co-director of Proyecto Pastoral, an 
East Los Angeles-based Jesuit organization which works 
with refugees and undocumented persons. He spoke on 
the ‘‘Displaced and Undocumented People: A Church 
Response’’ at St. James parish May 27. 

The church ‘‘needs to speak for people who don’t have 
a voice,’’ Father Howard said during an interview with 
the Southern Cross before his talk. 


‘‘How we as a church work together ... and use our 
influence and talents for service to the poor’’ would be the 
focus of his presentation, said Father Howard, who is a 
former associate pastor of Christ the King parish. 

Some 800,000 Salvadorans have come to the United 
States since 1980. Another 700,000 have been displaced 
in El Salvador, he said. He added that the Central 
American country has a population of five million. 

This September, Father Howard will begin his 
assignment as regional coordinator for Jesuit Refugee 
Services in El Salvador. The office works with people 
‘displaced by the wars in Central America, he said. 


“The distinction between economic and _ political 
refugees is blurred,’’ he said. Because many Central 
Americans are classified as economic refugees, the U.S. 
government usually denies them asylum in this country. 

‘‘The Reagan administration doesn’t realize that these 
people are fleeing situations of violence. It would be 
politically embarrassing to recognize the violence because 
we’re supplying the military aid to ‘democratic’ El 
Salvador,’’ Father Howard said 

In East Los Angeles, where many refugees and 
undocumented persons live, people did not react with joy 
to the new immigration law. Most of these people fear the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service, he said. ‘‘Many 
feel they won’t qualify’’ for amnesty. 

Proyecto Pastoral and the Coalition for Humane 
Immigration Rights in Los Angeles (CHIRLA) have 
been working to disseminate information about the law to 
community residents, he explained. 

He said many people were not told that they had to

apply for legalization in the program’s first 30 days if they 
had been apprehended by the INS after Nov. 6 of last 
year. 

He suggested that Catholics in the Diocese of San 
Diego could work to ensure that persons here in similar 
situations submit their applications on time. 

The Archdiocese of Los Angeles is doing a lot to help 
people who do qualify for amnesty under the immigration 
law, Father Howard said. ‘‘But what about those not 
qualifying?”’ 

Archbishop Roger Mahony’s recently issued statement 
declaring that the archdiocese would stand by the 
thousands of people not qualifying for legalization is one 
of many steps the church could take, he said. 

' Archbishop Mahony has also called for an end to all 
interior sweeps by Border Patrol agents, orate Howard 
said. 
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However, the INS has not stopped its raids along the 
border. ‘‘It would be wonderful if the Diocese of San 
Diego would ask that the raids be stopped during this year 
of legalization,”’ he said. 

People here might also form a coalition of groups for 
advocacy and legal representation to undocumented 
persons who do not qualify for the immigration law, he 
said. 

Such a coalition could monitor discrimination in the 
workplace, an activity which CHIRLA has undertaken in 
the Los Angeles area, he said. He cited the case of a 
Hispanic woman who was fired: by a_ well-known 
department store after it was discovered that she had 
applied for legalization. The coalition intervened and, 
after filing a lawsuit, the woman was reinstated. ~ 

People should also write to their Congressional 
representatives and ask them to support legislation which 
would keep families together, he said. He added that 
Congressman Royball has proposed two immigration bill 
amendments, HR 1812 and 1813, which call for family 
unity. 

Support should also be voiced for another House bill, 
authored by Representatives Moakley and Deconcini, 
which would grant extended stays to Salvadoran and 
Guatemalan refugees, Father Howard said. 

The immigration law has refocused attention on two 
conflicting rights; the right to work and the right of a 
nation to control its borders, he said. 

“‘As Christians we have to bring in the larger picture. 
We’re Americans, but we’re Christians. The first 
allegiance is to one’s faith, conscience,’’ Father Howard 
said. 

Catholics should make use of Catholic social teaching 
when considering conflicting rights, such as the right to 
work versus the right to control one’s border. ‘‘We should 
ask ourselves: ‘Where’s the Gospel in all this? Where is 
the parable of the Good Samaritan? Where’s justice?’ ”’ 
he said. 

He quoted Pope John Paul II’s encyclical on human 
work: ‘‘Every human being has the right to leave one’s 
country of origin for various motives — and to return to it 


as well — in order to seek better living conditions in 
another country.” 
Although ‘‘most Americans don’t believe this,’’

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Vatican restores archbishop’s authority 


Seattle archdiocese ‘probably a stronger church’ after four-year controversy ends

SEATTLE — Archbishop Raymond 
G. Hunthausen of Seattle told reporters 
May 27 that the Catholic Church in 
western Washington is ‘“‘probably a 
stronger church today than we were four 
years ago, and this is because of the 
struggle.’’ 

A Vatican investigation of the 
archbishop and of pastoral policies in 
Seattle began with an apostolic visitation 
in 1983 and reached a new stage May 27 
with the appointment of Bishop Thomas 
J. Murphy of Great Falls-Billings, Mont., 
as coadjutor archbishop of Seattle with 
right of succession. 

At an afternoon press conference 
introducing the new coadjutor, 
Archbishop Hunthausen said that the 
four-year process, despite some 
remaining disagreements, has been ‘‘a 
good, honest discussion about’ issues 
important to us as God’s people.”’ 

Archbishop Hunthausen again denied 
reports circulating in recent weeks that he 
would resign soon after a coadjutor was 
appointed. ‘“‘I have no intention of 
resigning or retiring,’’ he said.: 

Under church law bishops are expected 
to submit their resignation at age 75, or 
earlier if health or other circumstances 
prevent them from carrying on.

WASHINGTON — Archbishop 
Thomas J. Murphy, new coadjutor 
archbishop of Seattle and the man called 
upon by the Holy See to help heal the 
wounds of a divisive conflict there, has a 
reputation as a pastoral, consultative 
bishop who is at the same time clear and 
decisive. 

“‘He’s a fine man and a good priest. I 
wouldn’t mind him being my bishop,”’ 
said Father Richard Hynes, president of 
the National Federation of Priests’ 
Councils who has worked with the new 
archbishop on issues facing priests across 
the United States. 

“‘He seems to be very present to the 
people as well as to his priests... . . He’s 
very, very approachable,’’ Father Hynes 
said. 

Pope John Paul II on May 27 named 
Archbishop Murphy, 54, as coadjutor 
archbishop of Seattle, to work under 
65-year-old Archbishop Raymond 


Hunthausen. : 
The papal action puts Archbishop 


Murphy at the heart of a four-year 
maelstrom surrounding Archbishop 
Hunthausen’s leadership in Seattle. 

Archbishop Murphy is a native of 
Chicago and was ordained a priest there 
in 1958, but he has been bishop of Great 
Falls-Billings, Mont., since 1978. 

He is accustomed to traveling as much 
as 50,000 miles a year, or an average of 
nearly 150 miles a day, to meet his 
schedule of confirmation rounds, parish 
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August. 

‘‘T certainly expect and intend to 
continue to serve as the Ordinary,”’ or 
bishop in charge, he said.

Archbishop Hunthausen noted that he 
had already said he did not agree ‘‘with 
all of the commission’s assessment,’’ and 
that that was one of the points he thought 
needed to be ‘‘clarified.”’ 


“‘Maybe ‘permissiveness’ is another 
way of expressing concern about the 
degree of sharing that I have found 
important in my ministry,’”’ he said. 


He said that despite some 
disagreements he still had with the 
commission, he welcomed the continued 
involvement of its members in resolving 
problems in Seattle, particularly in 
getting ‘‘a sense of direction’’ about 
addressing the. Vatican’s concerns. 

The commission, which proposed a 
solution to the Seattle controversy to the 
Holy See and is to remain in operation for 
another year, consists of Cardinals Joseph 
Bernardin of Chicago and John 
O’Connor of New York and Archbishop 
John Quinn of San Francisco. 


‘Glad it’s over’ 


WASHINGTON — Auxiliary Bishop 
Donald Wuerl of Seattle, relieved of his 
controversial assignment there May 27, 
said he had many ‘‘enriching’’ and 
“‘faith-filled’’ experiences with the people 
of the Seattle archdiocese, but ‘‘I’m glad 
it’s over, I’m glad it’s settled.”’ 

Bishop Wuerl, 45, was named an 
auxiliary bishop of Seattle in December

In a telephone interview May 27

While the position he was placed in was 
awkward, he said, both priests and people 
of the archdiocese welcomed him and 
made him feel at home as a person. 

In visiting nearly every parish in the 
archdiocese during his 18 months there, 
“‘T found a very beautiful and faith-filled 
experience,” he said. 

For the future, he said, after wrapping 
up immediate commitments in Seattle 
such as upcoming confirmations, ‘‘I don’t 


have any expectations. I haven’t 
concretized any plans. . . . I think one 
possibility would be to return to 


Pittsburgh (his home diocese) and take a 
vacation — which I think I’ve earned by 


now.’’

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Bishop asks Catholics to help pay fees for aliens 


SAN BERNARDINO — Catholics in 
the Diocese of San Bernardino have been 
asked to put money in the collection 
basket to help aliens pay legalization fees 
and cover costs of a legalization assistance 
program. 

In a statement issued May 7, San 
Bernardino Bishop Phillip Straling 
designated May 31 as ‘‘Immigrant 
Sunday’’ and called for the special 
collection. 

In the statement, he said the diocese 
had borrowed $40,000 to help fund its 
legalization assistance efforts. 

On “Immigrant Sunday,’’ Bishop 
Straling said, parish priests should call on 
Catholics to ‘‘deepen our awareness of 
the need to assist’? new immigrants. 

The special collection is to be taken at 
Masses the following Sunday, June 7, the 
bishop said. 

Some money collected will be given to 
aliens unable to afford the legalization 
fees set by the Immigration and Naturali- 
zation Service. Other funds will finance 
the training of volunteers and hiring of 
professional counselors for the diocesan 
legalization assistance program, he said.

Call him irresponsible 


A common complaint that brings couples to a marriage counselor is one 
spouse’s increasing anger with the other for ‘‘not being responsible 
enough’’ or otherwise failing to meet expectations. Often this increasing ir- 
responsibility is a way of expressing anger toward the other spouse. 

By the time most couples seek therapy, they are firmly entrenched in this 
power struggle. The counselor works toward helping them identify the part 
each is playing. Seldom is one partner solely at fault. Often the other spouse 
has been stepping in to fill the gaps, thereby ‘‘enabling’’ the irresponsible behavior to 
continue. 

What results is an ever-increasing cycle of unmet expectations being grudgingly fulfilled 
by one spouse, escalating that person’s angry feelings and increasing the avoidance pattern 
of the “‘irresponsible’’ one. Most often the angry spouse does not recognize the role he or 
she plays in this pattern. 

This is a dilemma that two people, not just one, create. The couple and therapist 
together can change these destructive behavior patterns.

volunteer and former teacher who 
coordinates the program. It is designed to 
“‘give kids a positive feeling about school 
and help them catch up.’’ Some miss 
weeks and months of school during the 
year, he said. 

The students are invited, but not 
pressured to attend. They choose their 
exercises from a supply of supplementary 
materials selected by Fitz Maurice. Some 
ask for help with their homework. 

Children living at the shelter attend 
half-day instructional séssions provided 
by San Diego City Schools. A teacher and 
two aides teach pupils from kindergarten 
through ninth grade in a nearby one- 
room school, said Sister Christine 
Giordano, CSJ, housing director of the

shelter. 

The county department of education 
will take over this program when families 
are housed in the new St. Vincent De 
Paul Center home, she added. 

Eight volunteers were at the shelter 
May 21 to reinforce the children’s math 
and reading skills, 

Norma Rossi of St. Catherine Laboure 
parish helped a third-grader work 
multiplication problems. Amy Leaf of 
Sacred Heart parish, Ocean’ Beach, 
pointed to rows of addition facts as her 
first-grade pupil called out the sums. John 
Tate used an abacus to help a 
handicapped 14-year-old boy count. 

An hour of such mental and pencil- 
pushing exercises earned the pupils a 
snack provided by the volunteers. 

Then it was time to tackle an hour of 
reading activities — decoding, -oral 
reading and answering comprehension 
questions. 

The volunteers expressed feelings of 
satisfaction about their work with the 
children. They see new.ones each week, 
as most families live at the shelter only a 
few weeks. 

One sixth-grade girl was an exception. 
During the six months she received 
tutoring, Fitz Maurice said he observed a 
marked improvement in her reading and 
study skills and ability to take on more 


responsibility. 
“The kids get a sense of their 
importance,’’ said Jason Lopez, a junior 


at St. Augustine High School. He 
performs Christian service at the shelter 
for an optional religion class he takes. 
Sister Giordano said that the tutoring 
program benefits both parents and 
children. ‘‘Homelessness takes its toll on 


them. The stress on parents sometimes 
makes them unavailable to their 
children,’’ who perceive the volunteers as 
positive role models, she said. 

Some volunteers assist in the shelter’s 
tot room, which is supplied with enough 
toys to fill several store shelves. 

Margaret Cahill of St. Mary 
Magdalene Church was mother-for-the- 
moment to a curly-haired boy she carried 
while pacing the floor, dodging the stuffed 
animals and plastic vehicles that covered 
It. 

Mary Theisen gave a blond baby girl 
her full attention. Lopez listened to the 
tinny-sounding scale of a ‘‘pianophone’’ 
played over and over by a self-entertained 
child. 

The din apparently had little effect on 
the other children — two boys guiding 
helicopters through the air, another 
building a bridge with plastic blocks, a 
girl opening and. closing the doors of a 
miniature playhouse. 

Fitz Maurice noted the social skills 
exhibited in the tot room. ‘‘Children of 
many races and ethnic groups play here 
together,’’ he said. 

Although the effectiveness of the 
tutoring program rests mainly on the 
volunteers’ shoulders, less than a dozen 
attend regularly, he said. This 

necessitates working with the children in 
small groups, rather than on a one-to-one 
basis. 

The current number of. volunteers 
cannot serve the needs of over 40 
children, whom Sister Giordano expects 
to be enrolled in school when the new 
home opens.
